McCormick,  attorney  of  John  Willson,  Esqr.  has  applied 
for  a  return‘"of  deposit  of  the  monies  of  the  Georgia-Mississippi 
Company  being  for  sixty-eight  shares  therein, a  scrip  of  which  is 
herewith  referred  to  you  with  the  power. 

The  scrip  or  receipt  is  in  the  name  of  Mathias  Maher  but 
expresses  that  hepr  his  assigns  is  entitled  to  the  proportion 
expressed. Mr.  Maher  has  indorsed  it  under  which  Mr.  Wil&eon 
claims . 

I  wish  your  opinion  whether  the  blank  endorsement  of  Mr.  Mahei 
gives  a  power  to  hr.  Willson  under  the  term. assigns  to  step  in 
Mr.  Maher’s  place  and  to  give  a  power  to  draw  the  money  under  the 

amending  act  to  carry  the  24th.  section  of  the  _  Article  of 

the  constitution  into  effect.  Mr.  McCormick  very  properly 
stating  that  in  courts  of  law  a  blank  indorsement  gives  a  right 
to  the  holder.

PART  11 

Since  I  have  made  a  personal  inspection  of  so  many  of  the 
Eastern  Counties  where  the  early  settlers  entered  the  state  I 
will  attempt  to  analyze  this  data  as  it  appears  to  me.  I  am  not 
a  McCormick  descendant  that  I  know  of  so  I  have  not  made  a  search 
of  records  in  Greene,  Franklin  or  Elbert  Counties.  I  have  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  our  JOHN  DAVIS,  Esq.  and  his  half  brother, 
WILLIAM  MCCORMICK  ever  came  through  any  of  those  counties.  The 
conclusions!  am  drawing  are  drawn  from  the  material  that  I  have 
collected. 

There  are  several  McCormick  Families  that  I  have  run  into 
that  came  to  Georgia  from  South  Carolina  in  more  recent  years. I 
have  not  included  them  as  I  am  not  tracing  the  McCormick  Family. 

Some  day  when  I  have  the  time  I  may  add  a  third  part  and  put  in  the 
later  McCormicks  as  I  have  no  doubt  many  of  them  were  related. 

Studying  the  Colonial  Records  there  seem  to  be  four  sections 
in  Georgia  where  McCormicks  settled.  From  Chandlers  Records  there 
was  JOHN  MCCORMICK  who  settled  above  Augusta.  Later  that  district 
was  Columbia  County  and  it  is  probably" from  them  that  the  Mccormlcks 
who  were  in  Greene,  Lincoln  and  Columbia  Count ies^w^t^ 

Second, there  was  William  McCormick  in  what  is  now  Liberty 
County. 

Third, there  were  a  few  McCormicks  in  Savannah  like  the 
Sea  Captain  by  that  name  who  in  years  later  made  regular  sailings 
to  Philadelphia. 

Fourth,  In  what  was  the  Burke  County  neighborhood  there 
were  John  McCormick,  Patrick  McCormick  and  Robert  McCormick. 

During  the  Revolutionary  period  a  few  more  names  were  added 
but  some  of  them  were  descendants  of  the  earlier  settlers. I  am 
taking  the  names  of  the  McCormicks  and  trying  to  separate  the  data 
so  that  the  history  of  each  man  is  traced. 


MCCORMICK,  BENJAMIN,  was  a  soldier  from  Georgia  in  the  Revolution. 
He  drew  land  grants  in  1784  in  Washington  County  of  287j  acres 
each  in  two  grants.  In  1798  he  drew  land  in  Greene  County. 

Mr.  Fitzhugh  Lee, a  genealogist  sent  a  report  in  which  he 
stated  that  records  of  Greene  County,  Georgia  show  that  in  1799 
Benjamin  McCormick  and  others  were  appointed  by  the  Court  to  work 
a  named  dirt  road.  The  Records  of  Wilkes  County,  Georgia  in  1791 
state  that  Benjamin  Mndormick  and  James  McCormick  witnessed  a  deed 
for  a  city  lot  in  the  town  of  Washington,  Wilkes  County. 

The  National  Archives  in  Washington  has  records  showing 
that  Benjamin  McCormack  ,  Revolutionary  Soldier  was  pensioned  s  In 
his  application  he  stated  that  he  was  born  about  1744  or  1745.  He 
enlisted  in  Wilkes  County,  Georgia.  He  finally  moved  to  Jasper 
County,  Georgia  before  he  moved  to  Montgomery  County,  Missu^jpi.In 
1832  he  was  living  in  Perry,  County,  Alabama. The  place  of  ^irth 
was  not  stated. Since  I  have  not  found  any  other  records  of 
a  Benjamin  McCormick  all  the  facts  above  seem  to  be  about  one  man.

MCCORMICK,  MRB.  ,  at  the  time  she  wrote  her  will  in 

Burke,  County,  Geor*  ie  in  1796  eh©  die  not  mention  her  husband 
so  she  must  have  been  a  widow,  ohe  did  not  state  that  her  children 
were  minors  so  they  must  have  been  frown.  It  is  also  possible 
that  some  of  them  might  have  been  children  by  a  former  marriage. 

I  have  never  been  able  to  find  any  trace  of  any  IBKAM  McCormick 
but  the  records  of  Pulaski  County  show  that  John  McCormick  and 
Mathias  11.  McCormick  wore  Becuretiea  for  Stephen  Hagan,  admin¬ 
istrator  for  I  sham  Hagan  who  was  deceased  in  1617.  However  she  had 
some  connection  with  the  Davis  Family  for  her  will  was  witnessed 
by  BENJAMIN  DaVIS.  Her  will  was  not  recorded  until  1825.  At  that 
time  Benjamin  Davis  was  evidently  dead.  sworn  statement  was 
made  by  Martha  Bailey , formerly  Martha  omith  tuat  she  saw  Elizabeth 
McCormick  sign  her  will. The  statement  was  also  recorded. 


MCCORMICK,  D.vVID  Esq.  This  gentleman  was  a  very  prominent  man 
in  his  generation.  1  have  sent  you  a  report  on  him  and  have  iothin* 
to  add  to  that  but  this  item.  From  the  ’’EXECUTIVE  JOURNaL" 1808- 
1605  in  the  Georgia  otete  archives  p.  90  Feb.  1803 
"MCCORMICK,  DaVID ,  Conti  email  "  was  appointed  a  Lieutenant  in  the 
Louisville  Guards. (fie  was  living  in  Louisville,  Jefferson,  County 
at  that  time.) 

McCormick,  JaMEB.  There  are  either  four  or  five  zaen  by  thfcs 
name  in  these  records.  The  records  of  the  man  by  this  name  in 
Hancock  County  and  the  man  in  Twiggs  ana  Houston  County  may  be 
those  of  the  same  man.  I  will  give  these  first. 

In  June  1794  JAMES  MCCORMICK  bought  287i  acres  of 
land  in  Hanoock  County. I  give  this  for  it  was  the  earliest 
date  I  have  on  him.  He  bought  and  sold  land  in  Hancock  County 
until  1809.His  wife  signed  two  deed  jointly  with  him.  He  ccrfltld 
read  and  write  but  she  signed  with  a  mark* Although  I  examined 
deeds  until  1836  and  searched  records  in  the  Ordinary’s  office 
I  found  nothing  about  any  McCormick.  Since  he  bought  and  sold 
land  if  he  had  died  in  Hancock  County  surely  there  would 
be  some  records  of  the  disposition  of  that  l&ndfas  Hancock 
County  has  splendid  records.  Since  I  found  nothing  I  am  inclined 
to  believe  that  James  McCormick  moved  from  Hancock  County. This 
ann  would  have  been  21  or  older  in  1794  so  he  would  have  been 
born  at  least  by  1770  or  1771.The  last  sale  recorded  for  him  that 
I  found  was  1809.  That  must  have  been  about  the  time  he  left 
Hancock.

MCCORMICK  joined  that  church  ton  May  24,  1811.  At  about  the 
name  time  Mary  Davis  joined  the  same  church.  X  believe  that 
*R-ry  Davis  was  connecteu  with  /.illiarn  Davis  and  J one  McCormick 
was  with  James  McCormick.  I  am  quite  familiar  with  the  church 


records  and  at  that  time  there  were  no  other  persons  by  the 
name  of  either  Davis  or  McCormick  who  Joined  the  church. By  1820 
James  McCormick  was  in  Pulaski  County  as  he  was  there  when  the 
Census  was  taken.  In  18 24Jie  was  in  Houston  County.  This 
County  adjoins  Pulateki c%z  land  from  one  was  given  to  the  other 
so  that  a  person  without  moving  could  have  lived  in  both 
counties.  James  McCormick  seems  to  have  a  roving  disposition. 

He  had  several  deeds  of  record  in  Houston  County.  He  left 
Houston  County  and  moved  to  Jasper  County,  Georgia  as  shown  by 
a  deed  on  record  in  Houston,  County.  He  was  in  Jasper  County 
in  1833.  I  went  to  Jasper  County  and  there  in  their  records  which 
were  not  too  well  kept  I  found  that  James  McCormick  died  in 
Davison  County  in  Tennessee.  His  child  Nancy  Ann  Elizabeth 
McCormick  was  a  minor  and  the  only  one  mentioned  as  being  an 
heir  to  his  property.  I  do  not  feel  that  LEAH  MCCORMICK,  who 
was  appointed  guardian  for  Nancy  Amn  Elizabeth  McCormick  was 
the  wife  of  James  McCormick  for  if  she  had  been  I  believe  that 
she  would  have  been  mentioned  as  a  widow  as  was  the  custom  of  the 
time,  and  she  would  have  shared  in  any  estate  left  by  her 
husband  , however  small. 

While  he  was  in  Houston  and  Pulaski  Counties  this 
Jam.es  McCormick  was  associated  with  1ILLIAM  MCCORMICK  and  his 
family.  In  Pulaski  County  on  March  18,1822  was  appointed 
administrator  for  Samuel  Hart,  dec’d.  At  that 

time  Mathias  McCormick  was  appointed  Security  for  him.  On 
May  6,  1822  James  McCormick  along  with  Wra.  McCormick,  James 
Hambleton  and  Ann  H.  Hart  were  appointed  Administrators  to  the 
estate  of  Samuel  Hart.  In  the  records  of  Houston  County  in 
the  records  of  the  Ordinary’s  of^ioe  RETURN  BOOB  "A"  p.  148, 

James  McCormick  and  Isham  Jordan  were  paid  some  money  by  the 

estate  of  Jeremiah  Mceormick. 

Since  this  man  was  appointed  a  J.P.  in  1810  he  would 
have  to  be  over  21  years  of  age  for  such  a  responsible  job. 

That  would  place  his  biith  at  least  in  the  1780’s  and  seemingly 
too  old  to  be  a  son  of  William  McCormick.I  do  not  believe  him  to 
be  a  son  of  William  but  a  brother  to  William  McCormick  and 
a  half-brother  to  John  Davis,  fesqV  X  also  think this James 
McCormick  was  the  same  man  that  moved  to  Hancock  County  at 
least  by  1794  and  was  no  longer  on  the  records  there  after  18o9. 
If  my  supposition  is  correct  that  all  the  above  records  are 
those  of  the  same  man  then  there  were  only  four  men  in  the 
early  records  by  the  name  James  McCormiok. 

Ill  James  McCormick.  In  the  records  of  Jefferson  County 
that  have  not  been  destroyed  are  the  Minutes  of  the  Ordinary’s 
Court.  In  1806  an  order  was  granted  Isaac  Bowen,  administrator 
of  Dr.  James  MCCORMICK,  dec’d, to  sell  five  hundred  acres  of 
land  lying  in  Jefferson  County  that  had  belonged  to  Dr.  James 
McCormiok.  The  record  does  not  state  whether  Dr.  McCormick 
lived  in  Jefferson  County  or  some  adjoining  County.  It  also 
does  not  give  the  date  of  his  death. I  have  no  doubt  that  he 
had  been  dead  for  some  time  as  usually  the  real  estate  was  the 
last  part  of  the  estate  to  be  sold.  I  have  no  otheT  record  of 
this  man. ( note; a  careful  search  of  the  tax  records  of  Jefferson 
County  might  reveal  a  bit  more  about  him  as  the  Tax  Records 
seem  to  he  intact  for  this  County.)

All  the  above  records  on  PATRICK  MCCORMICK  were 
furnished  me  by  Mrs.  Vvinn. 

In  the  COLONIAL  RECORDS  by  Chandler  , Patrick  Mc¬ 
Cormick  made  a  petition  for  a  land  (-rant  in  Georgia. 

He  stated  that  he  had  a  wife.  I  made  a  search  of  some  records 
in  South  Carolina  nd  though  I  am  not  including  the 
results  in  this  data  I  will  state  that  I  found  where 
Patrick  McCormick  was  granted  land  in  Fredericksburg  Township, 
Along  with  Thomas  McCormick  in  174?.  Later  in  the  S.C. 
records  I  found  on  record  a  lease  from  Patrick  and  Joanna 
McCormick  to  James  McCormick  and  it  was  signed  by  them  and 
witnessed  by  John  McCormick  and  Paul  McCormick.  This  document 
was  datedrMarch  10,  1766. Although  my  searching  was  not  as 
thourough  as  I  could  w ish  I  did  not  find  JOHN,  PAUL  or 
Patrick  MCCORMICK  in  the  3.C.  Records  after  1766. 

Then  in  the  Georgia  Records  in  1770  Patrick  was  granted 
land  in  what  is  now  Burke  County,  John  McCormick  asked  for  land 
there  and  in  the  Revolution  JOHN  MCCORMICK  and  PAUL  McCORMICK 
were  Tories.  Just  now  I  cannot  prove  that  the  two  Tories  John 
and  Paul  McCormick,  were  the  two  sons  of  Patrick  and  Joanna 
McCormick  but  I  BELIEVE  THEY  ARE  THE  SAME .  Mrs.  Winn  does 
not  seem  to  have  any  trace  of  the  brothers  JOHN  and  Paul, of 
JAMES  MCCORMICK.  JAMES  MCCORMICK  stayed  in  S.C.  and  was  a 
Revolutionary  soldier  there.  He  came  to  Georgia  about  1784  or 
1785. 

PATRICK  MCCORMICK  would  have  been  an  old  man  when  he 
came  to  Georgia.  No  doubt  he  died  during  the  Revolution.  If 
he  left  any  records, they  would  have  been  burned  in  Burke 
County.  The  Georgia  State  Archives  state  the  the  land  grant 
to  PATRICK  MCCORMICK  was  in  the” TOWN  of  QUEENSB0R0  about 
2  miles  Southeast  of  the  present  city  of  Louisville,  Jefferson 
County.lt  was  in  what  became  the  western  part  of  Burke  County 
(formerly  St  George)  and  later  Jefferson  County  in  1796.” 

The  fourth  James  MCCORMICK  was  the  son  of  Patrick 
McCormick  and  the  most  prominent  one  of  the  men  by  tha$  name 
in  Georgia. While  in  Wilkes  County  and  Warren  County  he 
acquired  a  great  deal  of  land  ,was  made  a  J.P.  and  was 
always  referred  to  in  the  old  recordsas  "JAMES  MCCORMICK,  ESQ,.” 
He  no  doubt  was  related  to  the  McCormicks  that  were  in  the 
Revolution  for  he  and  BENJAMIN  M5JC0RMICK  witnessed  a 
document  in  Wilkes  County  in  1791. 


The  fifth  JAMES  MCCORMICK  in  the  Georgia  Records  that 
I  have  here  was  the  grandson  of  JAMES  MCCORMICK,  ESQ.  He  is 
mentioned  in  his  grandfather's  will.  His  family  record  states 
that  he  married  Rosey  Pruitt  in  1803. He  seems  to  have 
wandered  around  for  he  is  found  in  Columbia  County. First  in 
the  Columbia  County  deeds  it  state  "JAMES  MCCORMICK  of  Warren  Co. 
Later  the  deeds  are  made  in  Columbia.  When  he  sold  land  in 
Columbia  County  in  1816  his  wife  Rosey  signed  with  him.  She 
could  not  write  and  the  recorded  wrote  her  name  "Roza". This 
James  cannot  be  confused  with  the  JAMES  MCCORMICK  of  Twig  s  Co. 
for  he  was  still  ip.  Columbia  when  James  McCormick  went  to 
Twiggs  in  1610.

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McCORMICK?  KOBE  T  was  first  mentioned  ib  ChandlefsRecords  when 
he  drew  land  in  3t.  Matthew1 a  Perish  in  1771.  Then  in 
1775  he  drew  250  acres  in  the  Parish  of  3t.  George. He  stated 
in  1771  that  he  had  e  wife  and  two  slave®.  He  mentioned  no 
children  at  that  time.  He  was  on  the  list  of  Tories  ana  his 
property  was  confiscated.  He  had  a  great  deal  of  property 
as  evidenced  by  a  document  recorded  in  Savannah,  Chatham 
County  dealing  with  the  Confiscated  Estates.  Most  of  this 
property  was  in  what  would  now  be  Burke  County  and  the  adjcbnging 
counties.  Since  in  none  of  the  present  counties  I  found  no 
record  of  him  and  he  seems  to  have  been  a  prominent  man  I 
Judge  that  any  recorded  deeds  of  his  property  would  have  been 
in  Burke  County  Courthouse. In  the  Sav.  Ga.  "Royal  Ga.  Gazette? 
1781,  6/14  p.  5.  in  an  announcement  of  the  death  of  Mrs.

MCCORMICK  MiTHEW  MATHIAS,  son  of  William  McCormick,  "born  in 
S  County  Geo’gia.  in  1794  was  a  very  prominent  man  in  Pulaski 
Crmntv  Georria.  a  sketch  of  his  life  is  given  m  GEORGIA 
HISTORICAL  SKETCHES" .  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812, Captain 
of  a  River  boat  on  the  Ocmulgee  many  years  ana  a  Major  in  Ga. 

Militia  (  1823-1825) Also  he  owned  a  very  large  plantation  in 
Pulaski  County. There  are  deeds  in  both  Houston  and  Pulaski  Counties 
recorded  in  his  name.He  was  many  time* made  administrator  1  or 
estates  in  Pulaski  County  ana  his  name  appears  of  recora/  on 

numerous  documents  in  the  Ordinary Ts  Office. 

He  died  in  1884  ana  left  a  will  in  Pulaski  County.  His 

wife  was  Mary  Cannon  .  They  were  married  September  10  1619 

and  his  marriage  is  recorded  in  Pulakki  County.  They  had  fifteen 
children.  One  of  his  descendants  has  his  Family  Bible,  ihe  names 
of  his  children  and  their  birth  dates  are^recorded  but  for^  socle 
reason  only  the  initials  were  recorded!!  nowever  through  tne 
kindness  of  Mrs.  Blanche  Holt,  a  descendant  atee  had  supplied  tie 
names  of  all  fifteen  children.  I  will  give  them  on  a  separate  sheet. 

MCCQMJCK,  JHSMIAH,  must  have  been  the  youngest  son  of  William 
McCormick  for  in  the  Qensus  of  1820  there  is  a  mate  16-26  . 

listed  in  the  household  of  William  McCormick.  Jeremiah  McCormick 
married  Elizabeth  Hanks  Oct.  29,  1823.  His  marriage _ is 
recorded  in  Pulaski  County  Records .  Jeremiah  kcCormick  did  not 
pj_Y0  very  long.  He  died  in  Houston  County  and  in  1830, his 
administrators  were: John  R.  Senterfelt,  neuoen  Bynum  and  Mathew 
Mathias  McCormick.
